THE CONFESSIONS OF AN EX-OABI- 
NET MINISTER. 

The frank admissioE of Mr. Atmstrong 
at the recent New Westminster meeting 
would seem to have opened people's eyoa 
to the way in which the DeOosmos-Wul- 
kem Government retained power for a 
period of three years after tlio country 
had grown heartily siok of their misman- 
agement and corruption. Assuming that 
"every man has his pi'ico" they proceed- 
ed systematiciilly to ^vork to corrupt ovory 
momhor who wonUl submit to their man- 
ipnlatiims. Indcpuniknico round no I'^ivor 
in their eyos. Tho possession of political 
principles was deemed a bar to advance- 
ment. To have a mind of his own was to 
subject a member to ridionle and abuso. 
From so degraded a state of political mor- 
ality was reoruited the Silent Brigade. 
This force was oomposed of members who 
had no ideas on any subject, save the ad- 
vancement of their own selfish ends. They 
■were called Silent because thoy sat in tho 
House like mummies who had nothing to 
■ay, and said ifc in as few word-s as 
posBiblo. Mr. Armstrong, tho Finance 
Minister of the double-headGd Ministry, 
was a mombor of tho Silout Brigade. Ho 
represented it iu tho Ministry. Ho enter- 
ed the Cabinet under boudfi never to make 
a speech oscept on liiuuicial matters, and 
then only to utter what v/aa written out 
for him by his chiefs. Had ho attempted 
to speak imjxrpmptu ho would have made 
a mess of it for his colloagues— as ho nn 
doubtedly did at the New Westminster 
meeting. Through his indiscretion on 
that occasion the country will understand 
why a padlock sealed with a Government 
stamp was clapped on his lips in theCabi- 
aet. The Irishman's comiilaint of an 
other— "that every time ho opened his 
mouth je was sure to put his foot iu it,' 
was what ailed Mr. Armstrong., and that 
was why he was put under bonds by his 
colleagues act to speak at all until bid- 
den, on the principle that "a still tongwe 
maketh a wise head." "With the retire 
ment of tho Ministry of which Mr. Arm- 
strong was Finance Minister, the embargo 
on bis eloq[aence was raised, and from his 
disclosures at Westminster it will be au- 
derstood that lio is disposed to make good 
use of his liberty during tho recess, e^en 
should what ho utters involve his late 
oolleagnes in confusion and ruin. It may 
he — indeed, it has been — urged that o 
Cabinet secret was accidentally divulged 
by Mr. Armstrong, and that the accident 
should not be taken advantage of by the 
supporters of the present Government 
but that plea in extenuation of Mr. Arm 
strong's indiscretion cannot be valid. Mr. 
Armstrong took the Boyid Oily, in public 
meeting assembled, into his confideuco 
when he confessed, boldly and unblush 
ingly, to having attempted to bribe J)Iess7-s. 
Brown and Dickinson with the offer of a seat 
in Mr. Walkem^s Cabinet; his own party 
organs have published the disreputable 
information to the world as a meritorious 
act, and . have actually (by inference) 
rated Messrs. Brown and Dickinson for 
not having accepted tho offer and closed 
their eyes and mouths to tho record 
of misgovernc .ent that mot them on every 
side at the Capital. Tiio two gontlemou 
named were elected as independent mem- 
bers, They were instructed to "support 
measures, not men;" (see Mr. Brbwh'sad- 
dress,) and when the Ministry were forc- 
ed to meet tho House with official docu- 
monts which established thoir ignorance, 
incapacity and corruption, and it became 
evident that no member who possessed a 
spark of independence could longer sup- 
port a Government that were responsible 
for the lamentable state of things, Mr. 
Armstrong was sent to Messrs, Brown and 
Dickinson with the ofl'er of a seat in tho 
Cabinet worth 835U0 u year for ono of 
them, if they would consent to sacrifice 
their independence and duty to con 
slituents and country and by their votes 
and iuflueneo hulp to retain tho political 
Kiaineso Twins in p i'.viir. N' ses l been 
counted, anil tbo deitth-liucll lind sounded 
in the ears of the Miiiiitry. So doHpori.ty 
were the straits to which those desperate 
men wero reduced that ono vote would 
have saved them, and it became necessary 
to apportion the Gabinbt seats and the 
emoluments thereto attaching whore they 
would do tho most good. If two birds 
could bo bagged with one stone Messrs. 
Brown and Dickinson wore soloctod as tho 
Ministerial game, and Mr. Armstrong was 
instructed to act as Government fowler. 
He succeeded iu bagging a bird; but it 
was of tho fjenii.x goono, and its name was 
— Armstrong. Wo ask the ])tiblio to wei<ih 
well Mr. Armstrong's confession, which 
we copy from tho Herald of Now West- 
minster: — 

" He was told that Mr, E. Brown would 
support no Oovernment' of which ho (Mr. 
A.) was a vietiiher, lie had therefore offer- 
ed his sect to etlhe)- B -own or Dickinsoa." 

Tt redounds to tho credit of ^[o.ssr.s, Brown 
and Dickinson that although tho tempt- 
ing bribe was dangled before their eyes 
they spurned it, and voted against tho 
Government and tho Government went 
out of ofTico. For thoir votes on tliat oc- 
casion ^Messrs. Brovin and Diekiii.Sixj Lavti 
been subjected to no end of abuse; tlioy 
have been charged witli bciugactiiated by 
corrupt motives; with feelings of viudic- 
tivenesa towards the DeCosmos-Walkoin 
Government; with longings for luorative 
Cabinet positions;— and they liave S8.t 
quietly under tho shower-bath of abuBO, 
and never once divulged a secret that 
would have put their caluiuniiitors to tho 
rout and raised thomaolvoH higher than 
over in public oateom. Tliat they 
should have so long submitted to do- 
traction by their enemies is to be regrett- 
ed. Our own ideo is that they should 
have riHon to a (luostion of privileges in 
tho House and expu.sod tho nefarious at- 
tempt. But, iu a spirit of what wo must 
be allowed to coll mistaken consideration, 
they refrained from making tho expose 
aucl the country would havo still remain- 
ed in ignorance had not the briber, in a 
moment of indiHcrotion, himself exposed 
his share in tho negotiation. Mr. Arm- 
fltrong, in his lato s])eoch, said in oil'eot— 
"I know it was uU up with the Ministry 
if they failed to seoaro another \ote, and 



I was deputed to ofl'er my seat in the 
Cabinet— which paid mo S3500 a year and 
gave me nothing to do with a deputy to do 
it for me— to Mr.Brown or Mr.DiokinBon; 
but thoy seemed to think a good deal 
more of tho country tlian they ditt of tho 
Ministry or tho $^5500 a y«ar, and with a 
psrvorsencss for which I cannot account 
they voted to defeat us. Mr. Brown ac- 
cepted a position in tho new Cabinet 
without salary, and Mr. Dickinson got-^ 
nothing at all. Such conduct is inexpli- 
cable." We are not surprised that the 
refusal of Messrs. Brown and Dickinson 
to accede to his dishonorable proposal 
surpasses Jlr. Armstrong's comprohen- 
sion. Men who havo not made prin- 
ciple tko motivQ-power, thomainspriugof 
thoir actions and votes in tho House 
could not ; be lexpeptod/itoi; comprehend 
men who act from patriotic ' sentiinent — 
even it there be no §3500 a year attached 
to their votos. Besides, Mr, Armstrong, 
it must be borne in mind, had ac- 
quirecl his limited knowledge of politics 
iu a very corrupt scliool. He spoke and 
voted against the McCreight Ministry in 
1872, (his comploint'agiuast tliem hoins 
that thoy had failed to biiild a good bridge 
across False Creek (!) ) and such was his 
false idea of politics that ho was induced to 
support thoir successors only by the oiler 
of a seat in tho new Cabinet! What won- 
der,, then, that he had como to regard 
a Ministerial seat as ho would a sack of 
flour or a stick of Boantling-^a ' 'piece' of 
merchandise, to be bartered and sold as 
occasion required for tho purpose of de- 
feating the constitutional wishes of the 
people as oxprossad through thoir repre- 
pro.'ioutativos in tho House? Wo are not 
suri)risod that upon tho copfession of this 
choice bit of political chicanery and bri- 
bery a worthjr citizen' of. - New. West- 
minster has raised his pen and voice 
against tho machinations of professional 
politicians and warned his follow-citizous 
to beware of tho not that has been set to 
entangle them iu its meshes, O temporal 
Mores! Mr. Armstrong's coufoasiou is 
another exemplification of Hhakespcare's 
sago remark, that "guiltiness will speak, 
tho' tongues wero out of use." Mr. Arm- 
strong's tongue was "out of use" in tho 
Cabinet of which he was a member; but 
now that tho Government seal has boon 
removed his unruly member has begun 
to.wog, and wo look for occasional out- 
bursts of fervid eloquence, spiced with 
information that will materially assist a 
Parliamentary Committee in thoir at- 
tempts to supply an answer to tho conun- 
drum of. How a Ministry may bo kept in 
power three years after tho people havo 
.decided that they ought to go out?

McLellan's authority, and as a matter of 
justice to bim. Mr. McLollaa is at pre- 
sent engaged in building a bridge across 
Lynn creek, Burraid Inlet. He also tells 
us that no bridge has been carried away 
on the trail this year.

It will 
not,I think, bo denied that tho oroction 
of a mill for tbo manufaeturo of woolen 
fabrics — such as blankots, uudor- 
clotbiug, flannels, aud certain classes 
of hoisery — baa long 'been looked 
upon by many as a necessity in this 
Province. Our climato rendering tho 
itse of these kinds of clothing necessary 
imnfu-tatvouK to a largo amount divert 
yearly considerablo suina of raouoy 
from circulation amongst oursolve.s. It 
is a fact, too, which should not bo over- 
looked; that those imported goods aro, 
as a rule, of inferior quality; a large 
proportion of them being unsaleable 
in the countries whore they aro manu- 
factured do not consequently givo 
satisfaction to tho consumers hero. In 
further venliliitiiig this subject I would 
remark that the wool grown in this 
Province has hitherto realized but a 
very small return to the exporter, ow- 
ing to tbo heavy duty charged on its 
exportation into the United States as 
well as tho high rate of freight to Eu- 
rope. 

By Provincial mauufacturo of tho raw 
material our people would be benefited 
every way : — Ist, in the superiority of 
tho goods; 2nd, in their cheapness;and 
3rd, tho wool grower would l>o in n 
position to realize a better price for 
homo consumption than he has bithorto 
realized by its export. Besides, tho 
natural result of a home market foe the 
consumption of.the raw material would 
bo greatly to extend sheep-raising, en- 
riching tiio farmer and advancing tlio 
rrospority of tho people generally, and 
improving tbo quality of tna mutton. 
With I'oioreuce to this undertaking,

Ruin has at last fallen in manj places 
in the north aud west. This timoly >-i3it- 
ation, if sulliciontly copious, will put a 
new aspect not only on nature, but also 
on tho value of stations and stock.

VICTORIA, 

Tho Land Tax bill has passed tho As- 
sembly, and has been sent up to the Log- 
islatiro Council for its approval. Tho bill 
provides for tbo appointment of two Gom- 
missioners, with very oxtonsivo powers, 
and for punishment for wilful misbehav- 
ior, obstruction, prevarication, et'.',,. by 
fine or imprisonment. 

Tho Victorian Commissioners in con- 
nection with the Paris Exhibition have re- 
solved, in view of the growing msgaitado 
of the Victoria exhibits, to apply for 2000 
feet additional space. 

Tho now Synagogue at Melbourne has 
been opened. It is a handsome edifice,
